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SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  October 
increased  $2.2  billion  or  1.1  percent  to  $208.9  billion. 
New  orders  have  been  increasing  since  January  except  for  the 
1.4  percent  decline  in  August.  Most  of  the  October  increase 
was  in  durable  goods,  up  $1.5  billion  or  1.4  percent  to 
$110.8  billion;  this  revises  the  earlier  reported  0.3 
percent  increase.  Nondurable  goods  increased  $0.7  billion 
or  0.7  percent  to  $98.1  billion. 


SHIPMENTS.  Most  of  the  major  durable  goods  industries 
showed  relatively  small  changes  in  shipments  from  September. 
Transportation  equipment  in  October  declined  $0.2  billion  or 
0.8  percent  to  $27.4  billion;  an  increase  in  the  motor 
vehicles  and  parts  industry  was  more  than  offset  by  a 
decline  in  aircraft  and  parts.  Electrical  machinery  was 
down  $0.2  billion  or  1.1  percent  and  nonelectrical  $0.1 
billion  or  0.5  percent. 


Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  increased  $0.3  billion  or 
0.2  percent  to  $206.1  billion,  following  a  2.7  percent 
increase  in  September.  In  October,  an  increase  in 
nondurables  of  0.6  percent  more  than  offset  a  decline  in 
durables  of  0.3  percent. 


Unfilled  orders  at  the  end  of  October  were  up  $2.9  billion 
or  0.7  percent  to  $398.5  billion,  continuing  the  strong 
upward  trend  which  began  in  March. 


Current  cost  inventories  increased  $1.8  billion  or  0.5 
percent  to  $328.5  billion.  Inventories  have  been  building 
since  March  at  the  average  rate  of  $1.2  billion  or  0.4 
percent  per  month.  The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in 
October  was  1.59,  the  same  as  September. 


NEW  ORDERS.  The  increase  in" orders  for  durable  goods  in 
October  was  concentrated  in  the  transportation  equipment 
industry  which  increased  $2.0  billion  or  7.5  percent  to 
$28.5  billion.  Aircraft  and  parts  were  up  $1.2  billion  or 
13.4  percent  and  motor  vehicles  and  parts  $0.5  billion  or 
3.1  percent.  Excluding  transportation,  durable  orders 
declined  0.6  percent.  Instruments  and  related  products 
decreased  $0.4  billion  or  6.6  percent  to  $5.2  billion, 
primary  metals  were  down  $0.3  billion  or  3.2  percent  to 
$10.4  billion,  and  electrical  machinery  was  down  $0.1 
billion  or  0.7  percent  to  $19.8  billion.  Nonelectrical 
machinery  was  unchanged  from  September. 


The  increase  in  nondurable  goods  orders  of  0.7  percent 
reflected  widespread  increases;  excluding  tobacco  products, 
the  increase  is  1.4  percent. 


The  increase  in  nondurable  goods  shipments  of  0.6  percent 
reflected  widespread  increases;  excluding  tobacco  products, 
the  increase  is  1.3  percent. 


UNFILLED  ORDERS.  The  gain  in  unfilled  orders  of  0.7  percent 
reflected  widespread  increases.  Transportation  equipment 
was  up  $1.0  billion  or  0.6  percent  to  $173.3  billion, 
electrical  machinery,  $0.7  billion  or  0.8  percent  to  $94.9 
billion,  nonelectrical  machinery,  $0.3  billion  or  0.6 
percent  to  $57.8  billion  and  primary  metals,  $0.4  billion  or 
1.7  percent  to  $21.3  billion.  Primary  metals  has  increased 
an  average  of  over  half  a  billion  dollars  a  month  since 
February  at  $16.6  billion. 


INVENTORIES.  Nearly  all  the  October  increase  in  inventories 
was  for  durable  goods,  up  $1.7  billion  or  0.8  percent  or 
$213.4  billion.  The  largest  increase  was  in  transportation 
equipment,  up  $0.8  billion,  most  of  which  was  in  aircraft 
and  parts.  Nondurable  goods  inventories  were  relatively 
flat  at  $115.1  billion. 


By  stage  of  fabrication,  finished  durable  goods  increased 
$1.0  billion  or  1.9  percent,  while  work  in  process  increased 
0.7  percent  and  materials  and  supplies  showed  no  change. 
Finished  nondurable  goods  increased  0.5  percent  and  work  in 
process  0.7  percent;  materials  and  supplies  declined  0.6 
percent.

The  supplementary  series  are  regroupings  of  the  separate  industry  categories:   Household  durable  goods  industries  includes  household  furniture;  kitchen 
articles  and  pottery;  cutlery,  hand  tools,  and  hardware;  household  appliances,  radio  and  TV,  ophthalmic  goods,  watches,  and  clocks;  and  miscellaneous  per- 
sonal goods. 

Nondefense  capital  goods  include  machinery,  except  electrical  (excluding  farm  machinery  and  equipment  and  machine  shops);  electrical  machinery  (excluding 
household  appliances,  radio  and  TV,  and  electronic  components);  railroad  equipment;  and  the  nondefense  portions  of  ordnance;  communication  equipment;  air- 
craft and  aircraft  parts;  and  shipbuilding,  converting  and  repairing. 

Defense  capital  goods  include  ordnance,  communication  equipment,  aircraft  and  aircraft  parts,  and  shipbuilding  converting  and  repairing.   The  defense 
data  are  comparable  to  those  published  annually  in  the  MA-175,  Shipments  to  Federal  Government  Agencies.
